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REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH. 


To the Citizens of Harrisville: 


During the year the board of health has been on duty 
during three epidemics, besides being called upon to inspect 
the sanitary conditions of different premises several times. 
It is not for us at this time to express our opinion as to 
the necessity or advisability of the action taken. The 
duties of the local boards are clearly defined by the statutes 
of the state, and are impartially enforced by the local 
boards, under the supervision of the state board. Within 
a few years there has been a very decided change in rela- 
tion to the duties of health officers; and we are fre- 
quently made aware that a good many of our citizens 
have not kept themselves informed relative to the duties 
required. 

: Quite a bill is unavoidably incurred when any conta- 
gious disease breaks outin acommunity. The law requires 
that the family, and ‘any person living with the family, 
shall be cut off from all communication with persons out- 
side, except the physician attending, the board of health, 
or such parties as the board may authorize to care for and 
furnish them with the necessaries of life. And the necessary 
expense of a family quarantined is a bill against the town. 
We can’t confine a person and then tell them they must 
support and care for themselves, and we can’t make a 
pauper of a person because they are unfortunate enough 
to contract some contagious disease; but the statute very 
emphatically tells us they must be shut up, kept from com- 
ing in contact with parties outside, and in case of death 
the action of the board is given in detail. A little more 
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general information and a little less opposition, would 
make the duties of the board easier, and the expense to 
the town less. 

August 10th, the board was called to Marrienfeld 
camp. The physician in attendance found they had a case 
of small pox. He vaccinated the members of the camp, 
and they allowed the patient to return to his home, a good 
thing for.the town, but at some other parties’ expense and 
risk. We visited the camp and established quarantine. 
They wished to retain the services of their own physician 
which was permitted, simply requiring a daily report of 
the situation which was eventually made. The guard was 
treated with scant courtesy, also the board. A complaint 
was made to the state board of the condition and the 
action of the local board. A representative from the state 
board visited the camp and investigated the condition. 
He endorsed the action of the local board. We maintained 
quarantine the required length of time, then ordered the 
premises disinfected. August 23 the quarantine was raised, 
no more cases having appeared. 

September 29 a child of J. Durant developed a case of 
diphtheria. A council consisting of Drs. Byrns and Wood 
diagnosed the case and examined the members of the fam- 
ily and found three or four cases. We immediately quar-’ 
antined the premises, and resorted to the anti-toxine treat- 
ment which proved very effective, but was not resorted to 
soon enough, and one young girl fell a victim, died, and 
was buried October 2. There were six cases in all. The 
premises were disinfected and the family discharged Octo- 
ber 18. September 29 the schools in the village were closed 
for two weeks on account of the epidemic. As the girl 
that died was attending school, we had the school build- 
ing disinfected and cleaned. Some parties apparently 
anxious to locate the source of the disease suggested that 
the water used for the schools: had better be analyzed. 
We sent a specimen to Concord for analysis, and it was 
pronounced excellent water. If as much interest was mani- 
fested in the sanitary condition of tenements throughout 
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the village we should be less liable to infectious and con- 
tagious diseases. A large per cent of the tenements in the 
village would be condemned by the state board. 


THE THIRD CAMPAIGN. 


November 25th, Dr. Wood of Dublin was attending a 
young girl at Mr. Pellerin’s, in the Dickey house nearly 
opposite of Winn Bros.’ shop. The 25th, Dr. Byrns was 
called. They diagnosed the case and pronounced it diph- 
theria. As in the other instance, they resorted to anti- 
toxine treatment, but too late to save the patient. She 
died November 26th, and was buried the same day. There 
were two other cases in the family, but they recovered. 
The premises were disinfected December 7th, and the family 
discharged. We were successful in confining the disease to 
the families where it first appeared, the only case outside 
being Dr. Wood of Dublin, who attended the first appear- 
ance of the disease, who contracted the disease and later 
died of it. 

Perhaps it is assuming a little by us to suggest to any 
who may be unfortunate enough to be exposed to or to 
contract the disease, to attend to the first symptoms. It 
can almost invariably be treated successfully if promptly 
attended to. 

A statement of the expenses incurred is annexed. Item- 
ized bills will be shown to any one interested enough to 
call on the board. 7

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SCHOOL REPORT. 


In compliance with the usual practice we present a 
brief report of the schools for the past year. Circumstances 
the past year have been unfavorable. Sickness, unfavorable 
weather, etc., have left the per cent of attendance below 
the average of past years. These were circumstances that 
were unavoidable, and for which no one was responsible. 
Perhaps there have been some cases of absence that might 
have been avoided. We were unfortunate last summer in 
losing the service of a very efficient truant officer. The 
teachers expressed the opinion several times, that they 
thought that it affected the record of attendance very 
much. A truant officer should be appointed, who would 
faithfully attend to that duty. 

Anything that interferes with the regular session and 
duties of the school, is injurious to the interests of the 
school. Last fall on account of the epidemic the schools in 
the village were closed for two weeks, the result was that 
it was nearly a total loss of the term. 

In order to keep within the appropriation the past 
year we were obliged to cut the winter term short two 
weeks, an arrangement that was not agreeable to the 
teachers. An eight weeks term of school is of little practical 
use, except to primary scholars. The appropriation should 
be sufficient to have at least thirty weeks of school, and if 
we propose to keep abreast with other towns we should 
have three eleven week terms. We shall be obliged to, if 
we wish to secure the services of first-class teachers. In 
making the appropriation for schools, it should be taken 
into consideration, that here, it includes fuel, carrying of 
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scholars, furnishing text books and school supplies, keep- 
ing buildings in repair, wages of teachers, etc. 

The building in connection with the schoolhouse in the 
village will need quite a sum expended the present year in 
order to have it in a respectable condition. And if we 
propose to keep the building up it should be painted this 
year or the next. A little should be expended on the East 
Harrisville schoolhouse, if we intend to occupy it as a 
schoolroom. We shall be obliged, if we don’t change any 
text books, to expend quite a sum to replace reading 
books that have been used up. In making the appropria- 
tion for schools, it seems to us that it would be better to 
have the appropriation sufficient to meet the expense, in 
preference to incurring a debt to bequeath to our succes- 
sors. The present year we are able to report the depart- 
ment practically clear of demands against it. 

_ The same teachers are expected to teach ‘the spring 
term that taught the past year; that completes the school 
year, and their engagement. 

We think that our present corps of teachers are a 
credit to the town, their fidelity and faithfulness to the 
interests of the schools, their willingness to adopt the 
suggestions of the board, are qualifications of the first 
importance. We trust we may be fortunate enough to 
retain their services for the coming year. 

It seems to us that the citizens, and especially the par- 
ents, should take more interest in our schools. Visit the 
schools, the teachers will be pleased to see you, the pupils 
will be encouraged and interested; don’t think you can 
delegate that duty to the committee, it is a mistake. You 
can do more than the teachers and committee combined to 
create an interest in our schools.
